A loud cheer went up as the crowd 
on Jaffa Road in Jerusalem caught 
sight of the six red-and-whlte flags, 
decked with green cedars, flutter- 
ing In the breeze. 

It became a veritable roar as the 
Southern Lebanese contingent In 
the Jerusalem March, clothed In 
Israel Defence Force fatigues and 
black berets dipped its flogs and 
performed a sharp “eyes right" 
alongside the reviewing stand on 
Jaffa Road. IDF Chief of Staff Rav- 
Aluf Rafael El tan saluted -smartly 
and Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin beamed broadly 
The traditional Makuya con- 
tingent of Japanese philo-Se mites 
garbed In flashy blue robes, per- 
formed a five-minute rite as it drew 
up in front of the dignitaries' box, 
with four of the marchers bearing a 
golden Star of David on two poles. 

Also cbeered were six Golan 
Druse marchers, and some West 
Bank settlers from Ofra, Ma’aleh 
Adumira and Belt B3. The Yamit 
contingent — which two years ago 
evoked loud cheers when they bad 
to giye .up their homes because of 


the peace settlement with Egypt 
looked a little sadder this year and 
were barely applauded. 

But the Lebanese bad strongcom- 
petition for tbe crowd's affections 
yesterday when — to the bewilder- 
ment of many — the Christian Fun- 
damentalists swung, or rather 
danced, into view. First came two 
beautiful dancers garbed In flowing 
mauve get-ups. They were followed 
by several hundred Christians from 
24 countries and all denominations 
who had come to demonstrate their 
belief in the Jews' eternal right to 
Jerusalem, Judea and Samaria. 
"You An Not Alone”, read their 
banners, in Greek, Japanese and 
English. 

The Christians, who belong to a 
900-strong group of pilgrims here, 
joined the march in the morning near 
Sacber Park, after a mass prayer 
meeting at the Knesset. One of tbeir 
leaders, Meridel Rawlings of 
Canada, explained that 
“Jehosaphat’s armies had been 
preceded by a vanguard called the 
■p raisers', and this Is the function 
we will be fulfilling today." 

The march began at 6 a.m. at 


Ma’aleh Adumlm, Atarot, Gush Et- 
zion * and Beit Meir, the four star- 
ting points for the routes taken this 
year by the 45,000 marchers to the 
capital. The vast majority of the 12,- 
000 civilian marchers, organized by 
Hapoel Sports Organization, took 
the west- to -east route from Beit 
Meir, at no point crossing over Into 
the West Bank. The three other 
routes, which did go through the 
West Bank, were used by tbe IDF, 
which fielded 25,000 troops, and the 
10.000 Gadna participants. A last- 
minute effort by government of- 
ficials got some religions schools, 
like Jerusalem's Evelyna de 
Rothschild girls' secondary school, 
and settlers from West Bank 
settlements, to march with IDF un- 
its along these routes. 

The marchers filtered into the 
capital between 9:30 and 11 a.m. 
and rested at makeshift ‘camps’ in 
the Katamon, Talplyot, Baka and 
Gan S&cher, to the accompaniment 
of band-music and singing. 

At 2 p.ra. the march proceeded 
down Jaffa Road, from Klkar Nor- 
dau down to the railroad station in 
the German Colony.

10,000 protest rise 
of French neo-Nazis 

PARIS (JTA), — Some 10,000 peo- 
ple marched through the centre of 
Paris last night to protest the rise of 
neo-Nazi organizations, believed 
responsible for a series of attacks 
on Jewish institutions in the city. 

Led by Baron Alain de 
Rothschild, the demonstrators also 
protested the lack of police protec- 
tion far synagogues and Jewish 
schools. The march concluded with 
a rally at the memorial for 
Holocaust victims. 

Representatives of all French 
political parties joined the march, 
which followed shooting attacks On 
five Jewish institutions in Paris last 
month. 

German group 
sought PLO ties 

MUNICH (UPI). — The leader of a 
neo-Nazi group sought links with tbe 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
earlier this summer, authorities 
said here yesterday. 

Bavarian State Premier Franz- 
Josef Strauss told the Munich 
newspaper Abendzeitung he had 
"fairly certain information" the 
group also sold surplus military 
vehicles to Libya. 

Karl -Heim Hoffman, the 41-year- 
old leader of the banned 
Wehrsportgruppe Hoffmann, travel- 
led to Beirut via Damascus July 
1, a report issued by the Bavarian 
Interior-ministry said. * Unka to the 
PLO are suspected" because of the 
trip, a spokesman confirmed. 


Defence officials worried by 
Begin’s ‘Kurdish aid’ leak

Premier Menahem Begin’s dis- 
closure Monday that Israel had ex- 
tended military aid to tbe Kurds 
between 1965 and 1975 has caused 
consternation among officials in the 
defence community. 

Despite the fact that the 
relationship between Israel and the 
Kurds that ended in March 1970 has 
been widely reported, the officials 
felt that public acknowledgment by 
the premier would preclude any 
further dealings with. the Kurds, es- 
pecially now that renewed contacts 
were both possible and desirable In 
the light of the Iraql-Iranian war. 

The U.S., for the last few years 
prior to the cessation of aid, was an 
active partner In Israel's dealings 
with the Kurds. 

According to Israeli sources the 
American interest was twofold: to 
undermine the pro-Moscow Iraqi 
regime of Hassan el-Bakr, and to 
counter Iraqi designs on Iran. 

The Post was told that the 
Americans believed that the Kur- 
dish revolt weakened Iraq, and that 
a weak Iraq would be less In- 
terested in challenging the shah for 
hegemony over the Persian Gulf. 
This in turn would provide the 
Americans with the stability they 
needed in the Gulf area to ensure an 
uninterrupted flow of oil to the 
West. 


According to information that has 
become available since Begin 
revealed the Israell-Kurdlsh con- 
nection, the seeds for cooperation 
were planted In a Kurdish overture 
to the Israeli embassy In Paris In 
1963. It was not until 1965 that a full- 
fledged programme of military 
cooperation was evolved, which In- 
cluded Israeli military ass i sta n ce. 
Israel provided arms, ammunition 
and training to the Kurds, as well as 
medical supplies and staff. 

The relationship came to an end 
in 1975 when, under American 
pressure, the shall agreed to settle 
his dispute with Iraq. Revision of 
the pact which was concluded at 
that time is ostensibly the chief 
cause of the new bout of fighting 
between Iraq and Iran. 

Tbe change in American attitude 
came after strategic planners in the 
U.S. concluded that it would he 
more propitious to try and under- 
mine the Soviet influence by 
appeasing the Iraqis. 

It was also revealed by Begin that 
Kurdish rebel leader Mustapha 
Barazani visited Israel and met 
with several" key political leaders, 
Including himself when he was 
leader of the opposition. Barazani 
travelled the country widely, met 
with members of the general staff, 
and even held a secret meeting with 
the (daily newspaper) Editors 
Committee in September 1967.

Israeli- American military 
maneuvers would be mutually 
beneficial If the political decision is 
made to hold them, according to 
deputy Chief -of-Staff Aluf Yekutiel 
Adam. 

In a wide-ranging Interview with 
The . Jerusalem Post Adam con- 
firmed that when the Chief of Staff, 
Rav-Aluf Rafael Eltan, visited the 
U.S. In November last year he rais- 
ed the possibility of joint maneuvers 
but received a non-commital reply,. 

“Even giants such as the 
American military can learn from 
others, as no doubt we can learn 
from them," he said. Though there 
has been military cooperation 
between the two countries In the 
past — exchange courses, extensive 
visits to military facilities and shar- 
Ing of technology ~ .joint 
maneuvers would mark a new and 
higher degree of relations which, 
though basically political in nature, 
would be of tremendous advantage 
to the two countries' armies. 

Adam refused to assese the 
chances of holding joint exercises, 
saying only that press reports on the 
subject were Inaccurate. "I, like 
you” he said,”- beard about the 
possibility of joint naval maneuvers 
on the radio on Monday morning. X 
assume that If the report was true I 
•would have had prior knowledge." 



Adam 

Carefully drawing a clear line 
between his role as an executor of 
military policy, and that of the 
government which determines 
policy. Adam would not reveal any 
more details. "On the military level 
the chief of staff made his 
recommendations and even outlin- 
ed a proposal. It is now up to the 
political level of both countries to 
determine the desirability of under- 
taking such maneuvers, or stepping 
up the level of cooperation." 

Adam said he regretted that the 
suspension of the strategic dialogue 
between the two countries had been' 
.leaked to the press, and was even 
more upset that so much of what 


was published as fact was Inac- 
curate. (None of the reports 
suggesting that the dialogue will be 
renewed have been confirmed as 
yet.) .. 

Questioned on the effects of a 
tight budget on the IDF, Adam 
stressed that in his opinion Israel 
would make a drastic mistake U it 
cut the size of Its standing army 
without creating entirely new tac- 
tical and strategic concepts. 

"In the past,” he continued, 
“each significant movement on the 
other side necessitated a call-up of 
reserves. Today, we can handle 
most situations without disrupting 
the economy and day-to-day life of 
the country. 

“A 'pastoral' border can change 
into a ‘hot’ border In a very short 
period of time," he said — alluding 
to the Egyptian front. "It would be 
irresponsible to cut the size of the 
army both In this context, and 
because of developments on the 
Eastern Front," he said. 

“We have. cut back drastically in 
other areas. But we cannot out back 
on training levels, nor on the size Of 
the army given our current basic 
concepts.” But the army may have 
to conduct "a basic reassessment of 
our overall strategic planning,” 
should there be serious economic 
constraints.

Reactor not hit; French quit 

Iranian planes 
bomb Iraqi 
nuclear centre 


Iranian warplanes partly 
destroyed the French-built 
nuclear atomic research centre 
in Baghdad in yesterday's 
raids, forcing its indefinite 
closure, the French Atomic 
Energy Commission in Paris 
said. 

“A series of bombs hit ancillary 
buildings, but the reactor Itself has 
not been hit. It was to go into service 
early next year only," a commis- 
sion spokesman said. 

Commission sources said France 
Immediately evacuated 150 of its 400 
engineers and technicians working 
on the project, freezing Its comple- 
tion "indefinitely." 

Iran also sent three Phantoms to 
hit an oil-fuelled power station In 
the south of the capital. Eleven peo- 
ple were killed in the raid, hospital 
sources said. 

The attack, the first on the capital 
for three days, coincided with a 
mediation mission in Baghdad by 
Pakistan's President Zla ul-Haq on 
behalf of the Islamic states. He has 
already been In Teheran. 

Despite attempts last week to 
bomb the Oura oil refinery, yester- 
day's raid was the first direct hit by 
the Iranian air force on an oil in- 


stallation in the capital since the 
war started. But Iranian air and 
naval forces have caused heavy 
damage In other strikes against oil 
facilities in the north and south of 
the country, according to 
di plom atic ' sourc es . 

The commission spokesman in 
Paris said that French technicians 
in charge of construction at 
Baghdad's $55 million nuclear 
research centre had put a concrete 
and lead protective lid on the 
smaller of the two reactors being In- 
stalled at the site. 

There was no danger from radia- 
tion as a result of the raid, he said, 
because neither of the reactors has 
started operating, and the fuel for 
them was not “critical" at this 
stage. 

French agreement with Iraq to 
provide a, high-powered Osiris 
research reactor along with tbe 
smaller reactor and to fuel them 
with highly -enriched uranium had 
brought criticism from the U.S., 
Israel and other countries. But 
French officials maintained they 
were supervising safeguards that 
would rule out any military use of 
the fuel or equipment.

U.S. sends radar planes to Saudi Arabia 

Muskie meets Iraq FM 
urges end to fighting 


UNITED NATIONS. — U.S. 
Secretary of State Edmund Muskie 
yesterday met with Iraqi Foreign 
Minister Saadonn Hamxnadi, while 
in Washington the Pentagon an- 
nounced that it is sending four ad- 
vanced radar eorarcvmd- planes- to 
Saudi Arabia to help defend vital 
Gulf oilfields during the conflict 
between Iran and Iraq. 

Meanwhile, the UJ3. and its key 
allies appeared yesterday to have 
qtdetly shelved plans for a six- 
nation meeting on the joint protec- 
tion of Gulf oil supply routes. 
Western diplomats said tbe U.S., 
Japan and four European nations, 
while ready in principle for talks, 
had done nothing so far to arrange 
the projected meeting on oil-flow 
contingency planning. 

In this meeting with the Iraqi 
morelgn inister, Muskie urged an 
end to fighting in the Gulf and early 
negotiations without preconditions, 
a U.S. spokesman said. 

Only time would tell whether 
yesterday's conversation would 
contribute to a cessation of 
hostilities, Muskie said. 

Muskie told reporters that, con- 
trary to earlier statements by a U.S. 
spokesman to tbe effect that Iraq 
had asked for the meeting, “the 
meeting was at my request." 

It was the highest level encounter 
between representatives of the two 
countries since Iraq broke off 
diplomatic relations with tbe UJ3. 
during the 1967 Six Day War 
between Israel and the Arabs. 

Hammadi later told cor- 
respondents that the meeting with 
Muskie had been useful. “The best 


■ thing that the U.S. can do to ease the 
situation is not to interfere in any 
way,” he said. 

The brief Pentagon announce- 
ment on the deployment of the Air- 
borne Warning and Control System 
planes said it was- purely for 
defence purposes and was intended 
to track attacking aircraft to 
provide additional warning for 
Saudi Arabian defences. 

Defence Department officials 
said the planes would arrive In 
Saudi Arabia today. 

Hie move did not affect the U.S. 
position of complete neutrality in 
the fighting between Iran and Iraq., 
they said. Tbe U.S. planes, together 
with about 300 U.S. air force per- 
sonnel, would remain In Saudi 
Arabia as long as the conflict con- 
tinued. 

Iran has threatened to take 
military action against any Gulf 
countries which aid Iraq In the pre- 
sent conflict. These warnings have 
raised concern in Saudi Arabia, and 
other Gulf countries, as well as in 
the West. 

In Moscow, President Leonid 
Brezhnev yesterday blamed the 
U.S. for the war between Iran and 
Iraq and urged the two sides to 
negotiate an end to the conflict. 

"Neither Iraq nor Iran will gain 
anything from mutual destruction, 
bloodshed and undermining each 
other's economy," he said. 

“It is only the third side, to which 
the Interests of peoples in that 
region are alien, which stands to 
gain." the Soviet leader said.

Christian fundamentalists from 
more than '20 countries yesterday 
dedicated an "International Chris- 
tian Embassy" in Jerusalem In 
reaction to the abandonment of the 
ctLy by 13 foreign embassies. 

The "embassy" at 22 Rehov 
Rushba In the Rehavia Quarter will 
be permanently staffed and will aid 
pilgrims, operate a public relations 
bureau and work with Christian 
groups abroad to sell Israeli 
products. 

Addressing the large crowd filling 
the street in an emotional 
ceremony, the Rev. Jan William 
Van der Hoeven. initiator of the 
project, said, “I think Jerusalem 
never in Its history had so many 
Christian ambassadors. They (rill 
all go back and tell the story that 


Israel has the right to live." < 

Mayor Teddy Kollek, who lives on 
the same street, said the Christian 
embassy weighed against the 
closure of all the embassies. "They 
after ail, represent only 
governments. You represent the 
people." 

Dr. Larry Samuels of the U.S. 
one of the Christian organizers, said 
the embassy represented a grass 
roots movement "of concerned 
Christians who support the 
promises of the Bible to the people 
of this land." Samuels will serve as 
the embassy's first director. 

The Christian participants were 
among 1.000 fundamentalists atten- 
ding an international congress In 
Jerusalem this week. They were 
urged to help break the Arab 
boycott of Israel r by urging friends 
at home to buy Israeli products. 


Police say car bombers 
also committed robberies

TEL AVIV. — Police claimed 
yesterday that members of the 
alleged Jaffa cor bombing gang 
were also responsible for armed 
robberies in the occupied 
territories, and that there are in- 
dications they used army weapons 
and uniforms for the jobs. 

"The 18 car-bombings' suspects 
belong to a number of gangs," sold 
a police spokesman. "Some of them 
used stolen IDF weapons and un- 
iforms to commit robberies on the 
West Bank." 

Two soldiers suspected of .having 
supplied the groups with ex- 
plosives, grenades and guns are In 
military police custody. 

One of the soldiers yesterday- 
reconstructed the arms theft at the 
base where they were stolen, police 
s Aid. 


Five persons were killed and 18 
others wounded, most of them 
suspected underworld figures and 
Innocent bystanders, in the car 
bombings during the past nine 
months. 


Police last week completed the 
round-up of the suspects — 
residents of Jaffa, Umm el-Fahm 
and Gaza — including their alleged 
ringleader Mohammed Snir. The 
spokesman said some of the 
suspects are cooperating with 
police. 


The man police say Informed on 
the car bombers, Salomon 
Mousrawi, left the country yester- 
day after having received 
numerous threats against his life. 
The Informer and his family had 
.been In protective custody up to Us 
departure for Europe yesterday. 


U.S. officials end talks on Sinai

Two U.S. officials leave Israel to- 
day after, four days of talks on the 
American field mission In Sinai 
which monitors adherence to the 
Xsrael-Egypt peace treaty. 

Ambassador Prank Maestrtml, 
head of the Sinai support mission In 
Washington, and Frank Trlnka, 
who Is soon to be head of the field 
mission In Sinai, met Israeli of- 
ficials who included the staff of the 
Israeli delegation to the joint 
Israeli- Egyptian military commis- 
sion. Among the subjects they dis- 
cussed waa policing adherence to 
the peace treaty through a "third 


party." The Israel. U.S. and Egyp- 
tian governments have not yet 
agreed on establishing such a 
"third party.” 

They also talked about 
differences in the Israeli and Egyp- 
tian Interpretations of the military 
accords In the Camp. David 
agreements and subsequent dla 
agreements on the size and nature 
of the forces deployed in various 
parts of the Sinai. 

Before coming to Israel, 
Maestroni and Trlnka visited 
Egypt. They came to Israel 
overland via the Sinai field mission 
at Umm Haahlba. 


IRANIAN PLANES

said yesterday that three Iranian 
jets had been shot down yesterday 
during fighting In southwest Iran. 

Iraqi jets had strafed Iranian 
military Installations along the en- 
tire length of the battle front, a com- 
munique said. It added that Iraqi 
troops captured a large quantity of 
Iranian weapons for the loss of 11 
military vehicles, two armoured 
vehicles and three field guns, the 
command said. It gave Iraqi 
casualties as six dead, 19 wounded 
and five missing. 

Reuter correspondent Gavin Bell 
reported from the Shatt al- Arab bat- 
tle front at the head of the Gulf that 
both sides were shelling each other 
heavily yesterday. 

He quoted Iraqi officers as saying 
that Iraqi commandos launched a 
big new offensive against the ba- 
nian oil-refining town of Abadan 
after storming across the Kanin 
River which separates Abadan 
from the port city of 
Khorramahahr. 

The officers told Bell that street 
fighting was still going on In 
Khorramahahr and that Iraqi forces 
were gradually gaining control of 
Ahvaz, capital of the oil province of 
Khuzestan. Teheran has denied that 


Ahvaz has fallen. 

In the first nine days of the war, 
many Iraqi claims of military 
successes hove proved untrue. 
Yesterday, a. civilian resident of 
Ahvaz said by telephone the 
strategic city was still calm and in 
Iranian hands. 

In Teheran, the Iranian military 
joint staff said more than 340 Iraqi 
tanks and personnel carriers were 
knocked out on Sunday and Monday 
on the southern and western fronts, 
and another six tanks yesterday. 

Some 900 Hungarian experts and 
workers manning oil projects in 
Iraq have been moved to Kuwait 
and Syria to be down home soon, 
Hungarian Television said yester- 
day. 

Iran's parliament resumed 
debate on the fate of the 62 U.S. 
hostages yesterday and appointed a 
seven-member committee to in- 
vestigate their case, Teheran radio 
reported. (UPl, Reuter, AF)

Thom continued. "He has refused to 
talk to the PLO and rejects a 
Palestinian state." 

Asked If an EC Initiative could be 
expected, Thom replied that It Is not 
imminent. The EC foreign 
ministers decided In New York 
recently to continue their study of 
the Middle East issue tor now, be 
said, but predicted that there will 
"probably be some initiative,” and 
that the decision would come at the 
next EC summit conference, on 
December I. 

At his session with Begin, the 
Israeli leader forcefully reiterated 
his rejection of Palestinian In- 
dependence. "There will be no 
Palestinian state," Begin declared. 
“We shall see to that. Such a state 
would be a mortal danger to us." 

Thorn heard him out without com- 
ment. It was plain that the EC en- 
voy was not Inclined to enter into a 
sharp dispute with the premier. He 
seemed to steer clear of the moot 
controversial Issues — the 
settlements and Jerusalem — and 
preferred to report In matter-of-fact 
terms on his Impressions from his 
meetings with the Arab leaders. 

During an earlier visit here ’ In 
August, Thorn and Begin had a 
prickly exchange — with Begin do- 
ing most of the talking — and the 
Luxembourg minister Is said to 
have come away fr.om it both 
chastened and angered. 

Israeli sources said liter that 
Thorn's report' from the "rejec- 
tlonlst front" countries contained 
little new. They had all emphasized 
their opposition to Camp David and 
their readiness to talk peace with 
Israel -only on the basis of Its total 
withdrawal from the occupied 
territories and Its acceptance of a 
Palestinian state in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 

In Cairo, on the other hand, Thom 
reported, faith and enthusiasm for 
the peace process were as strong as 
ever, and the , Egyptians seemed 
eager to press ahead with the 
autonomy talks under the Camp 
David framework. 

Both the meeting with Begin and 
Thorn's session earlier with a panel 
of senior Foreign Ministry staffers 
were described by Israeli sources 


as "pleasant and friendly." At the 
Fb reign Ministry, too, the EC envoy 
seemed to deliberately avoid con- 
troversy. He declined to argue back 
when director-general David 
Klmche expressed Israel's sense of 
grievance over recent public 
statements by Thorn which Israel 
considered to be one-sided and to 
pre-Judge the issues. 

Klmche also aired Israel's com- 
plaints at Thorn's exchange of 
letters with PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat over the situation In 
Southern Lebanon. 


Last night, Jerusalem Mayor 
Teddy Kollek had a 20-minute 
meeting with Thorn at the King 
David Hotel before the envoy went 
to a dinner given by Deputy Prime 
Minister Yigael Yadln. After the 
meeting, Kollek said that Thorn 
"listened positively" to the 
Jerusalem mayor’s explanation 
that Jerusalem, "the capital of 
Israel," presents no obstacle to 
peace. 

Thorn will have another oppor- 
tunity to discuss Israeli positions 
next week when he meets in Luxem- 
bourg with Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir. Shamir will main- 
ly be concerned with Israel's ongo- 
ing negotiations with the EC over a 
financial accord, but the Issues of 
Thorn’s fact-finding mission are 
bound to come up too.

The inarch — a glimpse of vitality and joy 


Yesterday's parade redivided 
Jerusalem- into two impassable 
halves, was held for the wrong 
reasons, and was too heavily 
military. Still, it was a joy to behold. 

For the brief span of an autumn 
afternoon, the country looked at Its 
own face, undlstorted by political 
ang at and economic miasma. It was 
an exuberant face and a handsome 
one. To see It was to glimpse the 
vitality that powers this nation and 
preserves its basic sanity, even 
when, to many, its wings seem to 
have snapped off and its crew gone 
berserk. 

For years, the Jerusalem city 
fathers had been gently hinting that 
the annual parade be rotated among 
several cities because it had 
become a burden on the capital. Its 
absence last year, when it was

cancelled by the army because of 
budgetary difficulties, may have in- 
creased its Impact this year even 
though It lacked the spontaneity and 
zany = characters of previous 
parades. 

The march was revived this year 
as an act of defiance by Prime 
Minister Men ahem Begin after the 
world's indignant reaction to the 
Jerusalem Bill and to Begln-s an- 
nounced intention o! moving his of- 
fice to East Jerusalem. The 
political overtones probably at- 
tracted participants from the West 
Bank settlements and kept away 
others who would not identify with 
Begin ' 8 policies. . 


The parade, however, proved an 
act ol affirmation, not defiance. The 
two-way. flow at -marchers added, to 
the pageant-like nature — massed 
ranks of soldiers and civilian* 
marching, past each- other to the 
same beat. The Christian con 
tingents struck a surprisingly deep 
chord with their proclamation that 
Israel is not alone. The statement 
brought home how alone Israel real- 
ly is. The applause that greeted the 
Christians' banner from. a con- 
tingent of soldiers marching 
towards them . near Jaffa Gate 
seemed to be out of gratitude 
towards friends who keep faith dur- 
ing a difficult time. ‘ 

Even as angst and mlasmaretorn 
to the nation's mind with -the 
parade's passing, the perception of 
another reality lingers. -

Israel ‘may strike’ at Iraqi reactor

WASHINGTON. — A U.S. Defence 
Department study was reported 
yesterday to have concluded that 
Israfel might try a pre-emptive 
strike to wipe out Iraq’s nuclear 
reactor. 

Syndicated columnist Jack 
Anderson, writing In The 
Washington Post, said the Defence 
Intelligence Agency believed Iraq 
will become the first Arab nation to 


build -a nuclear arsenal. It said -“a 
number” of nuclear warheads could 
be ready by 1989. 

Anderson said the top-secret in- 
telligence report concluded this 
way: "Prudently, we must assume 
that Israel la considering some sort 
of action to forestall Iraqi acquisi- 
tion of a nuclear capability." 

The report also said that Israel 
was already "stockpilin g nuclear 
warheads," according to Anderson. 


Reagan has edge in poll 


NEW YORK (AP). — President 
Jimmy Outer seems to be holding 
on to. his native South, but 
Republican presidential nominee 
Ronald Reagan is ahead in the West 
and is leading the president in 23 
states that have a total of 191 elec- 
toral votes, says a National Broad-' 
casting Corporation news poll. 

Carter is favoured in 14 states 
and the District of Columbia, which 
have a total of 134 electoral votes, 
said the poll, released this week. A 
total of 270 electoral votes is needed 
to win the November election. 


Several other polls released over 
the weekend differed in their 
assessments of who benefited from 
toe first presidential debate, on 
September 21, between Reagan and 
independent candidate John Ander- 
son. 


A New York TJmes-Colnmbla 
Broadcasting System news poll 
said Reagan was the only " signifi- 
cant beneficiary" at the debate. 
The poll of 1JJ27 people said the 
debate did not appear to help 
Anderson. 

But a survey conducted by the 
Gallup organization for Newsweek 
magazine said neither ean««rin^ 
benefited from the debate. t>f 1,045 
people polled in a telephone lnte£ 
view. Newsweek found the presi- 
dent trailing Reagan by 89 per cent 
to 85 per cent, Anderson was 
favoured by 14 percent of those sur- 
veyed. 

The Newsweek T»olf also 
suggested that Cartec's.decislon not.

NAZAItETH. - The number of un- 
employed Arabs in Lsrae! rose to 2,- 
700 I list August, the highest. level 
since the recession of 19G3. 

According to Labour Ministry 
figures the unemployment situation 
is particularly difficult in Nazareth 
and in Umm d-Fahm. In Nazareth, 
tel job-scckera were registered at 
the local labour exchange, including 
55 with university degrees, six of 


them physicians who studied In the 
USSR and other communist coun- 
tries. Of the 5fli, 385 are receiving 
unemployment compensation totall- 
ing 80 per cent of their most recent 
salary. 

In Umm el- Fata m. 300 out of 18,000 
residents cannot find suitable jobs. 
Of the 2.700 Arab unemployed, 
about 1,500 arc receiving unemploy- 
ment pay. 



Immigrants’ struggle drowns in apathy 


Judge doubtful of evidence 
in double murder hearing

HAIFA. — Russian immigrants in 
about 15 absorption centres 
throughout the country are still on 
strike, with the centres shut down 
one at a time for a 24-hour period. 
They plan to go on “for as long as 
people In the centres are willing," 
or unUl the authorities agree to 
negotiate with them. Only this time, 
nobody cares. 

Last month the Russian ollm 
strike of absorption centres aroused 
public opinion. Tbe government was 
widely criticized for its Ineffective 
handling of the Russian emigrant 
dropouts and for the poor state of 
the aliya and absorption system. 

Today, the commotion* is over. 
The 24-hour strikes have not manag- 
ed to disrupt the centres' dally 
routine, supporters have stopped 
flocking to the Abba Khoushy Cen- 
tre in Kiryat Eliezer. and even 
politicians have stopped declaring 
who should or shouldn't be allowed 
to speak for the immigrants. 


The Knesset subcommittee on 
aliya and absorption . appointed 
about four weeks ago to Investigate 
the grievances of the Haifa Russian 
olim has washed its hands of the 
problem. Since the joint 
government- Jewish Agency coor- 
dinating body on aliya set up 
another committee to Investigate 
. the matter, the MKs felt “stripped 
of all authority," according to one of 
them, and decided to step out. 

Tbe joint committee, comprising 
Finance Minister Ylgaei* Hurvitz, 
Housing and Absorption Minister 
David Levy. Jewish Agency Aliya 
Department Chairman Raphael 
Kotlowitz and Agency Treasurer 
Akiva Levinsky, also suspended its 
meetings over two weeks ago. 

Twice they invited Russian im- 
migrant representatives to meet 
them, once In Jerusalem and 
another time in Tel Aviv, 
stipulating that they would only talk 
to the olim themselves. The strikers 
responded that they would not par- 
ticipate in any meeting without

TEL AVIV iltim). — A judge here 
yesterday cast doubt on the value of 
the evidence police bold against 
Yitzhak Aharon! and Shimon Levy 
— two of the several suspects being 
| held in connection with the Orion- 
Oohen murders. 

Yitzhak Aharoni's brother, 
Rah&mlm, is now abroad. Police 
believe that Rah a ml m Aharon! and 
Tu via Oshrl — who Is being held in a 
police lock-up — planned the 
murders of Amos Orion and Azar 
GMien. 

A police officer said In the course 
of a long and often loud session at 
the Magistrates' Court here that 
Yitzhak Aharonl took part In plan- 
ning the murder — allegedly in the 
Bar Bakar meat-packing factory 
owned by Rahamlm Aharonl and 
Oshrl. 

But Judge Natan Amlt said he 
doubted whether there would be 
enough evidence for a charge sheet 
were the suspicion not one of 
murder. He also said he had no op- 


tion but to order Aharoni's remand 
for a further eight days since the 
law calls for automatic remand for 
murder suspects. After the ad- 
ditional eight days, Aharoni will 
have been in police custody for 30 
days, and if police want to keep him 
longer the Attorney-General must 
ask the court for his remand. 

Shimon (“Mimon") Levy, a 
hotelier from Jerusalem, has been 
in a police lock-up for 24 days and 
the Judge extended his remand for a 
further six days. Judge Amit 
described the evidence linking him 
to the murder as very weak, but 
added that the evidence implicating 
Levy as an accessory after the fact 
was much stronger. The police 
representative. Pakad Avt Tirer , 
conceded that this was indeed the 
case. 

During the hearing Tirer claimed 
that Rahamlm Aharoni and Oshrl 
had planned to escape from the 
country after the murder with air 
tickets bought by Levy under the 
names Aharonowltz and Oshrowltx.

— If you want to learn to 
make your own furniture, play the 
guitar or piano, or gain a basic un- 
derstanding of law, medicine, 
architecture or literature, the 
People's University may be the 
place for you. This adult education 
programme, run by the city of Tel 
Aviv, will be offering 350 courses 
this year — 240 in the evening and 
the rest in the morning. 

This is not a real university, 
though many of the courses are 
taught by university professors. 
There are no admissions re- 
quirements. no papers, no tests and 
no degrees. Courses in academic 
subjects are lectures and dis- 
cussions designed to give a basic 
overview rather than to train aspir- 
ing professionals. Courses in 
carpentry, arts and crafts, music. 


yoga and other similar subjects are 
designed to let the student learn a 
specific hobby or skill. 

Registration for students who 
have previously been enrolled In the 
People’s University will begin Oc- 
tober 5; registration for new 
students will take place starting Oc- 
tober 12. Classes begin October 28 
and will be held at various learning 
centres throughout the city. In- 
cluding several city high schools, an 
arts and crafts centre and a carpen- 
try shop. Registration will take 
place in the lobby of the Tel Aviv 
City Hall. Tuition ranges from LS265 
to IS930, depending on the course.

Polish paper raps unions 
on renewed strike action 


WARSAW. — Poland's communist 
daily TryUunn Ludu said yesterday, 
the day after independent unionists 
threatened a nationwide strike, that 
the government was "on the way" 
to meeting demands for higher pay. 

But the paper also warned that 
the country's grave economic crisis 
required that workers fulfill their 
part of the bargain by returning to 
their jobs and boosting production.

said. 

It noted that the government had 
promised to raise pay for millions of 
Polish workers as part of the settle- 
ment to end last month's strikes. 

“This demand is on the way to 
realization," the paper said. "It will

Large oil stockpiles fill 
gap caused by Gulf war 


PARIS (UPI). - Major in- 
dustrialized countries will need to 
dip into only 12 per cent of oil 
stockpiles of more than three billion 
barrels if suplies from Iraq and Iran 
stay at zero tor the rest ol the year, 
the head of the International 
Energy Agency (USA) said yester- 
day. 

“The situation should be 
manageable," said Executive 
Director Ulk Lantzke of the 22- 
liatlon Energy Watchdog Agency 
outlining an "extreme" ease that he 
forecast as unlikely. 

Lantzke, at a news conference 
called after a regular meeting of 
energy experts of member nations, 
said their consensus was that “the 
world Is better equipped to handle 
this situation than the Iranian 
situation" of early 1979 that threw 
world oil markets Into turmoil. 

He put overall IEA stockpiles si 
the moment at an average 110120 
days worth of Imports, or around 8.2 
billion 42-gallon barrels of crude oil, 
compared with about 2.8 billion 
barrels early in 1870 when the shah ■ 
was ousted. 

lEA’S "extreme risk factor 


assessment" considered a loss of all 
crude oil from Iran and Iraq — 3.9 
million barrels dally — - through the 
end of the year and had not taken 
into account the possibility of a 
closure of the Hormuz Strait's 
passage through which all Persian 
Gulf oil supplies must pass, said 
Lantzke. 

About 70 million barrels would 
have to be taken from stocks this 
winter even if the two countries’ oil 
industries resumed exports, he 
said. Moat of the curtailed exports 
came from Iraq because Iran has 
become only a "marginal" exporter 
to the 'West.

AGAINST THE

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IE HAS ALWATS been a

• life. Even those from “modern 
Orthodox'? homes, homes which 
provide a traditional way of life, 
albeit one with secular learning and 
. values, are denying their families’ 
lifestyle and secularism. 

A GREAT DEAL of discussion was 
devoted to this issue this summer at 
the Kbtlar Institute for Judaism and 
. Contemporary Thought of Bar Ban 
University, the subject of whose 
10th annual seminar was. "Religion 
in a Secular Society". Charles Lieb* 
. man professor of political science at 
Bar Ban. pointed out that, “Today 
we have a younger generation that 
is rejecting not religion, as in the 
past, but modernity. These young 
people, some of the best and most 
Intellectual within the modern 
yeshlva world, the neo-Ortfaodox 
circles, are returning to the old 
Orthodox tradition." 

It Is not an unfamiliar 
phenomenon to bear of a young man 
In a ZI onisti c ally oriented, Bnel 
Akiva yeshlva high-sebool who 
“drops out" and goes to a "black 
hat" yeshlva where no secular sub- 
jects are taught. He will probably 
continue In a higher yeshlva, which 
means that he will not go to the ar- 
my. He will live in very strict obser- 
vance of the haiacha constantly 
. .seeking to impose more rigorous 
restrictions upon himself. 

Sociologist Dr. Menachem Fried- 
man, who has done pioneering 
research on the old Yiahuv, put this 
recent process of religious ex- 
tremism in its sociological and 
historical context 

“Traditional Jewish society," he 
•.explained, “has always adjusted to 
new conditions of life. Previously, 
changes took place slowly and for- 
mal halaciric means were found to 
adapt to the changes. But in modem 
times, this adjustment has been 
made more difficult because 
change is so unbelievably rapid." In 
traditional society, he said, means 
must be found to make changes 
“legitimate." Legitimacy will 
determine which group la In and 
which group is out, which group is 
most truly "Jewish". 

- But it is almost impossible today 
to gain legitimacy. The immigra- 
. tion and displacement of the Jews 


family authority and the natural 
erosion of traditions have led to 
greater dependence on the authori- 
ty of the yeshlva and the decisions 
of the Talmudic scholar. In addi- 
tion. the economics of the situation 
have changed. A hundred years 
ago. men In Eastern Europe were 
leaving the yeshivot because it was 
a material dead-end in a developing 
Industrial society. Today, the 
Jewish community as a whole Is 
economically more secure, and 
families support yeshlva study. 

ANTI-SECULARISM is alao 
reflected In the baal t ’shuvo move- 
ment. among young people retur- 
ning to Judaism. Although some 
who have become religious retain 
their involvement in the secular 
world, most of the institutions that 
attract them are, anti- modernist, 
anti -secular. 

According to Dr. Janet Aviad of 
the Van Leer Institute, who has 
studied the movement extensively, 
the reasons these young people give 
for becoming religious Is their dis- 
illusionment with modern, secular 
values. Over and over again, she 
said, they emphasize the emptiness 
of their lives. They are attracted to 
yeshivot which imitate the anti- 
modernism of black-hat yeshivot. 

In Israel, this often means that 
they enter the anti-Zionist stream. 
This has surprised modern 
Orthodox Jews, who expected that 
biuilci t’shuva would be attracted to 
them, aa they combine both Tora 
and secular values. As one religious 
professor exclaimed, “I thought 
that they would come to me. I know 
both the secular and religious 
worlds. I thought that I was the 
bridge back to religious life." 

Without doubt, one of the forces In 
the anti-modernist religious move- 
ment is the memory of the 
Holocaust. Prof. Harold Fisch 
delineated this movingly'. 

"Once, we could accept the 
'secular city.’ B could be reconciled 
with the down-to-earthneas, the 
openness, the realism, of the Jewish 
tradition in Western civilization. 
This was all well and good before 
World War II. But after the ex- 
perience of the Holocaust, this 
resolution fell apart. The secular 
city revealed itself as a source of 
evil, of cruelty, of beastliness, the 
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"legitimate" .as the Jew of the 
Jihtetl. Nevertheless each yeshlva 
boy, each Orthodox Jew, strives to 
become more authentic. He does 
this by accepting more and more of 
the restrictions. He- lives in- 
creasingly within the bounds of this 
process, and regards accommoda- 
tion to Vthe facts of life” as com- 
promise^ 

Not only fe each individual engulf' 
ed in this system, which at times 
distorts ' religion itself. But each 
religious group is trying to be 
stricter than the next in its obser- 
vance. claims Prof. Friedman, and 
each ultra-Orthodox group lodes to 
the more extreme group as more 
legitimate. 

Aside from "legitimization," 
there are other factors that have 
contributed to these religious 
developments. The breakdown of 


peace of soul." 

Of course, said Prof. Fisch, there 
are varying reactions to the 
Holocaust. There ia the loss of faith 
that came about as a consequence 
of it. But at the same time, the 
Orthodox are less defensive about 
their views than they were. He In- 
terpreted this to mean that, "until 
now they had competition. There 
was secular measianlsm. But 
secular measianlsm no longer ex- 
ists. There is only a black Messiah., 
black apocalypse. One cannot de- 
fend oneself against this; one can 
only run away from it. And so one 
sees the confidence, of the ultra- 
Orthodox swelling... To compete 
with drugs and television — there 
are always those who will get cor- 
rupted. But competition for the 
serious person, for the boy who will 
read Carlyle within the pages of tbe 
Gemorra — that there is no longer.

CBS president James Rosenfleld 
told Variety that tbe film’s 
"downbeat" nature also made It 
hard to sell, but that all CBS 
stations would screen It according 
to schedule. It could get a rating 
almost as high as that earned by 
Holocaust, he said. 

Arthur Miller, who wrote the 
script of Playing for Time, said he 
believed that despite Redgrave's 
political views, the film was worth 
watching and will give viewers a 
better understanding of "why 
Israel had to be... from what emo- 
tion it springs.'' Interviewed last 
week by the Christian Science 
Monitor, the autbor of such theatre 
classics as Death of a Salesman and 
View from the Bridge said that be 
“told CBS at the time that by 
casting Redgrave they were in for a 
lot of problems. 

“But they had offered It to six or 
seven other -stars who were either 
involved in something else or didn't 
want to do television, or didn’t, I 
suspect, want to shave their heads 
for the role. And once she waa cast, 
it would bave been unthinkable to 
replace her merely because of her 
political views.” 

Miller has met Redgrave only 
once- — when she came to solicit 
funds from him for her Mandat 
Revolutionary Party. 

“I simply told her I didn't agree 
with what she waa saying," said 
Miller, who made it clear to the 
Monitor that he alao disagrees 
wholeheartedly with Redgrave's 
apparent use of her role for 
propaganda. 

But the distinguished writer also 
said he found It ironic that Jewish 
organizations which suggested a 
boycott of his film are against tbe 
Arab boycott of Jewish performers 
and businesses. The ADL, which 
was not calling for a boycott, 
agreed. 

“I don't feel we have the right to 
question CBS'- right to hire whom 
they want," Abraham Foxman, 
associate national director of the 
ADL told The Jerusalem Post "But 
there is another right Involved 
here, of the victims. In this case of a 
victim who survived. Fanla 
Fenelson, whose memoirs serve as 
a basis for tbe film, said publicly 
and early she didn't want to be por- 
trayed by someone who stands for 
her destruction; It's hard to believe 
that in the whole world. Redgrave 
was the only actress available to do 
the role.”'

And yet, for Harold Fisch, for the 
people at tbe Bar Ban Conference, 
and for most identifying Jews to- 
day. running away from the world ia 
not the solution. In spite of the deep 
dilemmas involved in using 
Judaism with the modern, secular 
world, they affirm the existentialist 
option or grappling with the world's 
values— not falling into 
claustrophobic belief but entering 
Into dialogue with reality. 

THERE ARE thinkers' too, who fus- 
ed the secular and religious. Rabbi 
Shimshon Raphael Hlrsch, the early 
19th century Jewish German 
thinker, and Rabbi Avrabam 
Yitzhak Hacohen Kook, the first 
chief rabbi of the Yishuv, for exam- 
ple, affirmed secular values and in- 
tegrated them Into aa Intrinsically 
Jewish point of view. 

Eli Schweld. professor of Jewish 
philosophy at the Hebrew Universi- 
ty, analysing the thought of these 
two men, demonstrated that Hlrsch. 
stood firmly against changing 



haiacha to fit the times. The 
halachlc way of life was set, but one 
could participate in those aspects a 
secular life which were haJchically 
neutral. Rav Kook’s views, on the

other hand, offered an integrated 
system that has become the banner 
of the religious Zionists In Israel. 
Rabbi Kock saw the world as a unity 
in which everything is subsumed. 


Therefore, secular values can also 
contribute to a full Jewish life. This 
Is not possible In the Diaspora, but 
with the return to Eretz -Yisrael. the 
process of Redemption has begun 
which will re-establish a complete 
Jewish life and secular activities 
which further this process should be 
blessed. 

Rabbi Kook has been criticized 
for not distinguishing sufficiently 
between religious and secular 
values. Prof. Lieb man, attributing 
the sins of the former Chief Rabbi’s 
followers to their mentor's thinking, 
regards his view not only as 
aggressive in itself but also 'as 
leading to aggressiveness in action. 

"It is oriented to capturing, if you 
will, towards conquest, towards 
imposing the holy upon the secular, 
and It may very well be that, from a 
psychologic til point of view, It has a 
tendency to attract Individuals who 
are, by nature, more zealous, both 
halac hie ally and catlonaJistlcally." 

Many would protest this, claiming 
that Rabbi Avrabam Yitzhak 
Hacohen Kook’s followers have dis- 
torted, not extended his views. He 
made a clear distinction between 
our times and the final messianic 
period, and he would not approve of 
the activities of those of bis 
followers whose actions are baaed 
on the view that we are already liv- 
ing in messianic days. 

Moreover, Rabbi Kook looked 
positively upon secular learning, 
while today, his followers in the 
Zionist Mercaz Ha rav institutions, 
seeking legitimacy from the black- 
hat. anti-Zionist yeshivot, dis- 
courage secular study. 

They, too, have joined the 
marathon to toe religious right.

"Planes just take off and land. Did 
Binynmin Metudella, Marco Polo, Lewis and 
Clark or Dr. Livingston fly? No, and neither 
am I. People no longer share a sense of 
'travel any more, either with each other or 
with the past." 

I took the ferry to Athens, where I caught 
.the Magic Bus to Amsterdam. Normally, the • 
journey takes 2 l & days. Tickets can be 
arranged in Israel, however, it is advisable 
‘ to purchase them in VAT-free Greece, either 
at the Magic Bus office at 24 Kydathineon 
St., the Plaka. or from any of the many 
travel agents in the same area. In the latter, 
prices are competitive, because Magic Bus 
is not alone in the long haul business. It costs 
■{9i single, and $153 return, excluding port 
charges, to go from Athens to Amsterdam, 
and approximately the same to London. 
Buses leave every day, all year around. 

The Magic Bus leaflet advises bringing 
your own food and a sleeping bag, and then 
.proudly boasts, "The buses we use are 
modern air-conditioned deluxe coaches with 
reclining seats and stereo music. Every bus 
has two very experienced drivers and a 
courier to answer any queries. In the event of 
a break-down, which is very unlikely since 
all the buses are new, we have a full back-up 
service..." The map clearly showed the route 
passing through Yugoslavia. 

. In reality, our chariot was an old bus 
-equipped with forced air ventilation, one 
■driver and one courier. When we reached 
■Patra on Greece’s west coast, I began to 
-wonder what happened to Yugoslavia. Only 
at dockside did our courier tell us we were 
about to set sail for Brindisi, Italy, and that 
we* each had to pay an additional 200 
'drachmas tapp. $5) port charges. That was 
the first any of us heard of boats and sur- 
charges. 

: - While most people scurried off to exchange 
■money to buy .supplies and pay the port 
charge, I went on a foraging tour for cor- 
rugated cardboard. This, my previous deck 
passenger experience had taught me, makes 
,a' marvellous sleeping pad, at once soft, dry, 
#ght and disposable at voyage's end. 

. The boat journey with a lay-over at the 
.fabled isle of Corfu took 20 hours. Aboard the 
'Sant Andrea, a fairly new, clean and well- 
run Greek ferry, deck passengers had tbe 
’run of the ship. She sported a thickly 
carpeted fore-deck on which to sleep. Deck 
■chairs were plentiful. The pullman seats 
.below were comfortable. 

Only the wiring and plumbing proved faul- 
ty. Down in the bathroom in "E" class, the 
Sinks had no cold water and the showers no 
hot water. So I found myself washing my 
hair In the sink and brushing my teeth in the 
Shower. I’ll get back to the wiring on the 
return trip. . . 

V At -Brindist we discovered. -that the Italian • : 
bus waa even older and, worse, smaller than 
the Greek bus. Two paying customers had no 
seats, and had to sleep in the aisle that night. 
Another poor girl was sold a ticket to Rome 
but. as the coach scorching up Italy’s east 
coast came nowhere near Rome, she was put 
off in the middle of the night somewhere to 
catch a train. 

We reached Como on the Itaiian-Swisa 
border around 10 on the morning of the se- 
cond day. We waited at the train station to 
change buses again. 

The courier told the weary assembly that 
our journey would resume at two o’clock.

We left Como at 12, minus two 
passengers who could not be found and the 
courier and his girlfriend, who left us at that 
point. 


Finally, we were bombing merrily along in 
a "modern, air-conditioned coach,” just 
where needed most — In the cool, high 
reaches of the majestic Swiss Alps. As we 
emerged into the light at tbe end of the seven- 
kilometre long tunnel of the San Bernadino 
Pass, what came on the radio but a rousing 
rendition of Hava Negilla.

THIS TIME of the year was when 
we went back to school. It meant 
driving north Into New England. 
It's no good trying to describe tbe 
colours of those hills. It was, and 

* still Is. superb, and 1 miss that 
colour of autumn. 

The forests of Israel are 
different. A hundred years age, 
there weren't any trees In Israel at 

• all. The country, ravaged by a thou- 
sand years of war and neglect, was 
desert. (The sceptical reader is in- 
vited to read Mark Twain's In- 
nocent* Abroad . ) Then the J.ewtsh 
National Fund began its gigantic 
programme of reforestation. 

.The hills of the Galilee are green 
again, but the green is ever. 

■ Those who wish to remember 
what it was like when we were liv- 


ing somewhere else will have to 
make do with a lone tree, or clump 
of trees, here and there. In the 
Galilee, the Judean hills and moun- 
tains of Samaria. In the midst of a 
sea of pines and cypresses, the oc- 
casional poplar or terebinth or 
sycamore will perform its autumn 
rites In lonely splendour. You can 
see them everywhere, not many, 
but they’re there. 

The situation will improve in 
time. There were good and valid 
reasons for the decision, early on, 
by the Jewish National Fund to 
plant conifers all over the country. 
They grow quickly, In poor soil. But 
the tendency now Is to diversify the 
forests. As the older JNF forest^, 
get cut and replaced, and new 
forests are planted In new places, 
the operating principle is diversity. 
No longer devoted exclusively to 
the pines and cypresses, the JNF is 
sure that our children, at least, will 
see more colour in the autumn In 
Israel and more flowering trees In 
springtime. 

Meanwhile, this generation will 
have to look for Its autumnal trees 
where it can. One huge poplar at the 
spring in Eln Karem cheers me up 
this time every year. For a proper 
grove of autumn trees, drive up to 
the Benias. It’s not really cold 
enough to blast the Ban! as poplars 
Into full autumn colours, but they 
do change In October, and the place 
is quite lovely when it’s not too 
crowded. 

More promising is the Goren 
Natural Forest, a thousand metres 
east of Kibbutz Ellon on tbe north 
road. That's the way to the famous 
view of the Montfort castle. It is 
worth the trip any time of the year, 
but if you walk awhile down the cliff 
into Nahal Keziv (wadi Kureln i and 
towards the Castle, you may just 
find yourself forgetting you’re In 
Israel and the Middle East, and for 
a moment feel the smell and colour

and sound of the woods of New 
England and northern Europe. 

The autumn colours will remain, 
for the foreseeable future, a side 
benefit of your trip this month. The 
reason we want to travel now Is 
because the summer heat (and 
even worse, the haze) is breaking 
but the winter wind and rain has not 
come yet. Now Is the time to be up 
In the hills — especially as the rest 
of the country will have gone to 
Nueba. 

I suggest one trip out of Safad, or 
another In the hills south of 
Jerusalem. Salad Is a great place to 
be this time of the year. There area 
dozen good hotels and one magnifi- 
cent one (the Rlmon Inn), and a 
charming guest house at Mos'nav 
A mi rim. First stop is Meron, seven 
km. west of Safad. The great syn- 
agogue. built in the 3rd century, sits 
right on top of the road. Around it, 
archeologists have uncovered 
remains of the village of Meron, 
once one of the largest and most im- 
portant Jewish villages in the 
Galilee. 

Not far away, at Hirbet Shema. 
another synagogue has been found 


and restored, and they say that the 
mausoleum there Is the tomb of 
Shammai. If you can find a copy of 
the Bihliral Archeological Rei’-ieic 
of June 1978, there's a good article 
about the place. The supposed tomb 
of Shimcon Bar Yohal in Meron, is a 
very interesting cultural ex- 
perience. especially for those who 
haven't been much exposed to 
Jewish "old-time religion." 


Driving north towards Sasa. the 
road passes the Arab village of 
Jish. This is Gush Holav, settled 
since the Early Bronze age (3,000 
BCE >. renowned In the days of the 
Mlshnah and Talmud as the 
supplier of olive oil to the Temple In 
Jerusalem. Among the oil 
merchants of ancient times was one 
Johanan from Gush Halav,. better 
known to us as Josephus’ arch- 
enemy. John of Glscala. I have seen 
a number of rock tombs in the 
village, and read of another syn- 
agogue In the area. 


If your taste for ancient sites and 
synagogues is still strong, drive 
north from Sasa to Barara. The 
road isn't very good, but you'll like 


the scenery. And at Baram there is 
another famous 3rd century syn- 
agogue. You'll find a floor plan and 
some information In Zev VUnay’s 
Israel Guide, and a more useful 
source (under Kcfar Baram) in the 
Madrich Yisrael (Keter) which is, 
alas, only in Hebrew. 

Back to the Sasa junction. It’s a 
complicated corner, but with a bit 
of luck you’ll find yourself going 
south-west iin the direction of 
Hurfeish) for awhile, till the road 
sign leads you off to the left, to the 
Meron Nature Reserve. There’s a 
field school here, plenty of informa- 
tion available, walking paths clear- 
ly marked, and It’s marvellous for 
nature lovers. 

You won’t find so many trees, 
with or without autumn colours, on 
- the road south of Jerusalem Into the 
Hebron hills. But the summer haze 
has gone and the views are spec- 
tacular. An enormous variety of 
historical places awaits the 
traveller. From Jerusalem, drive 
south Lo Bethlehem. If you haven't 
spent much time in that charming 
city, or the Church of the Nativity, 
you are missing a lot. I would bring 
the Franciscan Press* Guide to the 
Holy Land on this trip. 

After Bethlehem, you can head 
down towards the east to 
Herodium. On the way look out for 
the Church of the Shepherds (those 
whom the angel told that Jesus was 
born in Bethlehem). The place is a 
bit hard to find, but 100 metres off 
the road out of Bethlehem, on the 
north side of the road, you'll see 
that the Greeks are building a new 
church. They haven't finished it 
yet. so It’s a good landmark. The 
new church doesn't interest us,.but 
the shed next to It does. Under the 
shed there’s one of the oldest 
churches in Christendom. You rare- 
ly find anyone around, so you can’t 
go down the cave, but you can find a 
break in the fence and walk around 


up on top. Try to figure out how 
much is Crusader, where the apses 
were,, and where tbe Byzantine 
building stood. 

Then to Herodium. Too cold and 
windy in the wintertime, hot and 
hazy in summer. It is meant to be 
seen in the autumn or spring. With 
binoculars, you can see a whole lot 
of Jerusalem, and tbe Dead Sea. 
The fortress itself remains ex- 
quisitely beautiful. Any guide book 
will tell you what you need jto know; 
you have, of course, brought 
Josephus with you and can' read his 
paragraph on what Herod did and 
why. 

Continue past Herodium to 
Tekoa. then turn right (west) on a 
new road which will take you to the 
Etzion Bloc. A pity that the very in- 
teresting small museum in Kefar 
Etzion is useful only to those who 
read Hebrew, but if you can 
manage anything at all of the 
language you should learn the story 
of the bloc there. Mosh&v Elazar, 
nearby, has' something of a 
cafeteria, and clean rest-rooms. 

Down to Hebron (“up” really, 
we're climbing all the way). The 
Tomb of tbe Patriarchs at 
Machpela Is an extraordinary piece 
of Herodlan building, and the floors 
inside are original Herod. There’s 
lots to be told about Hebron, and the 
various guide books .CVUnay for 
one. and the Franciscan book, too) 
will help. Remember that the. 
Machpela area is closed for 
Moslem worship between 11.80 and 
1.30, and again between 3 and 4 p.m. 

From Hebron, take the road due' 
south to Yatta (there's a sign poin- 
ting the way directly you leave the 
Machpela) . You’re in the area of 
David and his mercy men. Of 
Jewish settlement from the days of: 
Joshua and the Conquest through 
the early Middle Ages — non stop. 
Find your way to the road -to 
Eshtemoa. but keep a sharp eye

You can see New Yorkers stan-

the city best. Look above street 
level to the mezzanine when you do. 
An upward glance will reveal 
astonishing delights — galleries, 
shops, jewelry displays, models for 
wigs, dolls, hairdressing salons. 

Don’t misa the Lincoln Centre, or 
the City Corp building, where there 
arc daily free concerts late after- 
noons and evenings. 

For breathtaking views of the 
roofs of New York, my favourite is 
the Top of the Sixes, opposite the 
Museum of Modern Art (where you 
can catch both art and filrasl.

In fact, that 
entire area is fascinating to walk 
around in. You can easily do this 
even in freezing temperature 
because the crowded steel struc- 
tures shield you from wind and 
cold. 

The museums we recommend 
are: the Museum of Natural 
History and the Metropolitan, both 
on opposite ends of Central Park, 


the Jewish Museum, the 
Guggenheim and if you have time, 
or even If you haven’t, try to take In 
the Frick. Cooper Hewitt and 
Morgan Library. 

A good idea is to get the Neu> ; 
York Times on Friday and see the ' 
listing of weekend events. Try to - 
get to a splashy musical on i 
Broadway or off beat theatre, j 
perhaps at the Public, downtown. 

If you've a yen for a swim or : 
sauna, try the Henry Hudson Hotel ! 
or any advertised health club. | 

There are endless snack bars, 
health food places and of course 1 
fancy restaurants. May we recom- 
mend the Russian Tea Room or 
Sardi’s for style, If you can afford 
it. perhaps In the middle of the day 
for a snack. For kosher Chinese 
cuisine and the best pastrami, there 
is Shmulke Bernstein on Essex 
Street, where Israelis get their elec- 
trical appliances. 

Shopping places are too many to 
list, but don't miss seeing Macy's 
and Bloomingdale's. It's &u 
right to shop at Alexander’s or 
many of the city’s thrift shops, 
which have bargains at end-of- 
season sales. 

Tel Aviv is again one of the lowest in 
the world (but not the lowest). The 
prices apply to purchase in large 
department stores and not in 
specialty stores. For women it in- 
cludes one summer dress (cot- 
ton/wQol /synthetic, ready-to-wear), 
one blazer or jacket (cot- 
ton/synthetic — ready-to-wear), 
one pair of panty hose, one pair of 
fashionable shoes.

Tokyo is the 
most expensive with the food basket 
costing $292. This figure is almost 
one-third more than in Zurich —

Difficult as it Is to believe, of all 
the 45 cities checked the lowest pric- 
ed food basket is in Tel Aviv — 390. 
This comparison was made over a 
year ago, and there have been some 
changes in food prices since Hurvitz 
took over in the Ministry of 
Finance.

Many tourists often make the 
mistake of converting money at a j 
bank and then walking away with a 
feeling that they have been unfairly 
treated either in terms of the rate of 
exchange or the bank's com- 
mission. Foreign currency tellers, 
by and large will be pleased to 
answer any questions. 

Hotels and stores catering to the 
tourist trade generally gladly 
accept foreign currency or 
travellers cheques. However, it 
should be taken into consideration 
.that these establishments almost 
never give as good a rate of ex- 
change as maybe obtained at the 
bank. 

Last but -not least, there are a 
number of countries In which there 
exists a flourishing foreign curren- 
cy market. A word to the wise — 
don’t.

IN NEW YORK, it is a state otfcnce 
to label a non-koshcr product as 
kosher; in Israel, you could stamp 
kosher on pig and get away with it, 
Jerusalem Chief Rabbi Bcz&lel Zolti 
once commented. 

Rut what is kosher? It’s not 
always as simple as you think, ac- 
cording to Ged&lya Gurfein, the 
bearded former U.S. basketball star 
| who is now the editor of Stay Kosher 
in Israel, a magazine that not only 
lists kosher restaurants and hotels, 
but tries to provide a general orien- 
tation tor the religious Jewish 
visitor. 

Gurfein emphatically denied that 
It Ls difficult for the average obser- 
vant Jew to tour the country and 
observe kashrut. Indeed the 
magazine lists eating places from 
Kiryat Shmona to Eilat, with a good 
number In between. For the ultra- 
orthodox, among whom Gurfein 
counts himself, it might be a bit 
more difficult. 

He explained that different people 
have varying standards of kashrut. 
Some will follow the rulings of the 
country's chief rabbinate, which 
tends to be liberal In its approach, 
while others will only eat in a place 
of which their rebbe approves. 

To solve this problem, the 
magazine haa evolved a code 
system, in which the supervising 
body is represented by a letter, in- 
cluding E for Jerusalem's extreme 
Ed a Haridtt. GK for Glatt Kosher, 
and PS for private supervision, a 
category that can Include anything 


MARTY is a Jewish boy from the 
' Bronx who has just written a walk- 
ing tour of biblical Jerusalem. This 
ls a fact that seems to surprise him 
far more than It does his readers. 

In fact, to the casual observer. It 
would seem very reasonable for 
Marty Isaacs, social director of 
Jerusalem’s Plaza Hotel, to do 
anything that would belp others. As 
a matter of fact, when I visited the 
hotel to interview 1dm, he spent the 
first half-hour helping me solve my 
problems. 

Helping people can include 
anything from organizing special 
programmes for the elderly to mak- 
ing it easier for tourists to get 
around. For, in contrast to some of 
those in the tourist industry, he 
firmly believes that tourists are 
people. 

His ready smile and steady patter 
are well-known to the thousands 
who have stayed at the Plaza over 
the years, as well as to scores of 
Jerusalem residents who have 
come in contact with him. As he is a 
very open person, they soon learn of 
his love for archeology and Ms 
desire to share It with others. 

It all started, he said, when his 
wife began a government guides 
course and she brought home books 
on archeology and history. The first 
thing he saw was that there were 
very few books around for people 
like himself; laymen who were in- 
terested but knew little about the 
subject. 

Later, as he read more and began 
going out to see archeological sites, 
he began to get a new perspective 
on biblical figures such as David 
and Solomon. Suddenly, they 
changed from Hollywood-type im- 
ages to real human beings. 

It was this feeling that he wanted 
to convey to others, like himself, 
who were interested, but had no 
particular background in the field.

Advertisements range from 
restaurants to real estate offers for 
religious neighbourhoods to inserts 
from institutions soliciting support, 
it the amount of advertising can-be 
any Indication of success. Slay 
Kosher in Israel is well on its way. 


opened the tours to the public at 
large, convinced that others should 
have the benefit of the experience 
(and no doubt convinced the 
publicity would do the hotel little 
harm). Since then , countless 
visitors and local residents have 
taken advantage of the series.

The surplus funds of the authority 
— . the result of its exploitation of a 
monopolistic position which the 
State Comptroller has criticized for 
years — enable It to continue 
wasteful practices and to boast that 
the money tor further port develop- 
ment comes from the authority's 
own resources. 

Even if these resources were not 
obtained by an arbitrary fhdng of 
fees, the question is whether the 
accelerated development of the 
ports that Rahav wants Is at all 
necessary. The statistical 

report on Israel’s ports, published 
in March, states that the rate of 
utilization of Haifa port was 67 per 
cent. and. that of Ashdod 57 percent. 
In the first quarter of this year this 
fell to 64 and 50 per cent, respective- 
ly.: 

This trend apparently continues, 
as imports decline and more cargo 
is unitized and shipped in containers 
and on . platforms. Both of these 
methods reduce income, from 
demurrage. 

It is therefore not surprising that 
the Transport Ministry hesitates to 
approve the building of new 
wharves, as requested by the Ports

This was true even during last 
winter’s peak season when, despite 
a high level of port activity, a sub- 
stantial part of the equipment 
rcmnlncd idle. Thus, the report 
says, in the period of April to 
November 1979, only 60 per cent of 
tho land cranes were In operation, 
only 40 per cent of the forklifts were 
used, and the container moving 
equipment was utilized only to 33 
per cent of capacity. 

The report further states that the 
equipment Js constantly under 
repair as a result of faulty 
maintenance. This is also borne out 
by the statistical report of March 
1980. which says that out of 14 
cranes of 3-d ton capacity, only 6.2, 
on average, were working in the 
preceding fiscal year. Similarly, out 
of 25 forklifts with a capacity of 3.5 
tons and more, only 6.4 were 
operational while 10.4, on average, 
were under repair. 

Out of 40 tractors, only 12.1 were 
fully operational, while 11.3 did 
some service and U.9 were under 
repair. The rest were held in 
reserve. The picture is similar in 
the Ashdod and Eilat ports. 

Rahav says that output per 
worker has risen substantially. This 
claim has no baste in fact To find out 
what increase there has been in out- 
put per man, one must ask what in- 
vestments have been made in the 
equipment needed to raise that out- 
put. The lifting of 85 tons with a 
Belgian-made boom crane will ob- 
viously produce a higher output per 
man than the lifting of 5-10 ton 
loads. 

Moreover, output per man must 
be measured on the basis of the en- 
tire number of men employed, and 
not those who actually work on a 
given shift. The former often. come 
to work, see that there is nothing for 
them to do, punch their time cards, 
and go home. 

True, employment in the ports 
has fallen in the period surveyed by 
Rahav — but at what cost? The 
State Comptroller, In his 28th 
report, says that the Knesset Con- 
trol Committee views his report on 
the existing practices for the dis- 
missal of workers with great con- 
cern. 

The Ports Authority has been 
very generous in the terms on which 
it has laid off workers. That is made 
possible by the fees it charges, and, 
in turn, keeps those fees high. 

Despite these strictures, a follow- 
up examination by the State Comp- 
troller found that the authority con- 
tinued to pay excessive amounts in 
severance pay. In 1976-1977 and ^un- 
til August 3978. only 6 per cent of the 
port workers left with severance 
pay of 2 per cent of wages per year 
of employ, as stipulated in the wage 
agreements. Another 35 per cent got 
3 per cent a year, and the rest even 
. more. On these conditions, it Is not 
surprising that Rahav succeeded in 
reducing employment, particularly 
since technological improvements 
made many of these workers redun- 
dant. 

All in all, it seems desirable that 
Transport Minister Haim Landau, a 
stickler for order and truthfulness, 
find someone to replace Yitzhak 
Rahav. The next director-general of 
the Ports Authority may be a man 
who is less concerned with bis own 
image and more with the 
reconstruction of the authority, 
some of whose Ills are today subject 
to to police investigation and the 
scrutiny of the state attorney's of- 
fice.

; will (then) have to ait down for a 
i series of serious and penetrating 
discussions on future defence op- 
tions. But until that happens it 
would be Irresponsible to tamper 
with basic precepts,*’ he continued, 
referring to Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon’s recent proposal to 
out IS2 billion from this year’s 
defence budget by making the IDF 
smaller. 

New defence policies may be 
needed because of other con- 
siderations. The introduction of 
nuclear weapons into the Middle 
East would certainly demand 
basically new thinking as would any 
change in the status quo of the 
Egyptian peace treaty. 

"The Injection of nuclea'r 
weapons into the Middle East Is 
something which may take two 
years. .It may take longer. One thing 
is sure, however. Any long-range 
planning for the next decade must 
take this into account. 

Discussing the financial pinch 
again, Adam admitted that he is 
now forced to work with more un- 
known quantities and projections. 
American aid for the coming fiscal 
year Is unclear, as is the local 
military budget. Inflation, both in 
Israel and abroad, coupled with 
tremendous rises in the cost of 
military hardware (the price of a 
main battle tank, for example, has 
doubled to 51.4m. In five years)

made planning difficult. 

‘"Die problem is compounded,” 
he continued “by the long time we 
need to develop effective answers to 
the challenges of the future. It takes 
between five and seven years to 
develop technological responses to 
weapons of the future, and we 
already have several key projects 
on ice because of & lack of research 
and development funding.” 

. Israel has to keep a close watch 
on development of weapons all over 
the world since one can safely 
assume that ultimately the Arab 
confrontation states will be in 
possession of the most modern 
military technology that petro- 
dollars can buy. 

“One example of this.” be adds 
“is the fact that one can no longer 
speak about simple bombs. They 
are laser and television-guided with 
delayed fuses and deep penetrating 
capabilities. Thus, in order to 
assure some modicum of security 
we have to invest now In both defen- 
sive measures (bunkers, shelters), 
and counter-measures to neutralize 
accurate delivery of these systems. 
Answers take time, money and 
foresight.” 

Plans are under way now for the 
development of the next generation 
of Israeli-made tanks, aircraft, mis- 
siles and boats. There ia a constant 
need to improve electronic 




measures and countermeasures, 
intelligence-gathering equipment 
and early-warning technology. 
While the current budget deals 
with fiscal 1981/82, It Is to the early 
1990s that Israel has to look, If the 
country's security is to be main- 
tained, AcPam says. 

“Compromise now on the basic 
principles of defence may extract a 
high pric^ Mater.” 

Questioned about the proposed 
reorganization of the IDF and the 
establishment of a Ground Forces 
Command, Adam noted that the 
subject is being considered by the 
ministerial defence committee, and it 
would be inappropriate for him to 
voice his p'ersonal views even 
though other generals have done so. 

“All I am prepared to say at this 
stage ia that if we get the order to 
reorganize, and are allocated the 
funds and manpower for this, we 
will do it.” 

Alt anyone who contends that 
the IDF of 1980 is basically organiz- 
ed in the same way as the army of 
1950. is '“speaking through hia 
hat.” Adam said. "Today we have 
an integrated army, and one that Is 
vastly, different In size, concept 
and structure even from that of five 
years ago. Change la constant. The 
structure of the general staff has 
been changed to include a planning 
section headed by a general, while 
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the training command has been 
bolstered beyond recognition in 
scope and authority ... Moreover,” ■ 
he continued, “out recent actions in 
Lebanon have proved the high 
degree of Inter-force and inter-arm 
coordination, with all branches of 
the army performing at excep- 
tionally high levels. 

“To say that all is perfect and no 
improvements can be made would 
be folly. But to say that no basic 
restructuring has taken place 
either, is foolish.” 

Adam contends that today's IDF 
is far more mobile and flexible than 
before. “In our redeployment from 
the Sinai we adopted a totally 
different concept in the placement 
of our forces. You will see none of 
the bunkers and fortifications one 
sees on other frontiers.” he says. 
‘‘We do not consider the inter- 
national border between Israel and 
Egypt as a line of defence, and thus 
did not fortify the line. Instead we 
opted for a flexible policy, enabling . 
us to divert forces to wherever they 
are needed. The forces involved are - 
considerable, thus one can say that . 
the dverall deployment of the IDF 
today, in the wake of the Egyptian 
peace treaty, is far more mobile 
and versatile than before. 

“In fact,” he continues, “if I were 
to sum up the current position of the 
IDF, I would say that we are more 
mobile, more Integrated and more 
powerful than at any time in our 
history." 
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Foot-in-the-mouth disease 


PUZZLING is the word for the fresh talk about the possibility of 
a military tie-up between Israel and America. 

It is Premier Begin, of course, who started the talk, in public 
during- a visit to the IDF training facility at Glvat Olga on Mon 
day. According to Mr. Begin, Israel had been approached more 
than once by the U.S. about the two countries concluding 
mutual defence pact, and about the U.S. using Sinai bases 
notably the Etzion military airfield. Israel was entirely willing 
(as Mr. Begin had made plain himself more than once before) 
but the U.S. did not pursue the matter further. 

The initial puzzle here is why the U.S.. after making these in- 
itial approaches to Israel, spiked the idea of both a pact and a 
base. Was it, perhaps, because the purpose of those “very im- 
portant (American) people of state" quoted by Mr. Begin was 
merely to float a trial balloon, and not to suggest a settled 
policy? 

If that was the case, it must be concluded that. Mr. Begin 
simply misinterpreted American intentions to suit his own. But 
even so It remains a puzzle why the premier saw fit to make the 
story public at this time. 

His response to the American inquiries, the premier said at 
Givat Olga, had been that they should be made formal. Then he 
would indeed "recommend" to the cabinet endorsement of a 
defence pact. To have the cabinet approve a plan that would 
later be withdrawn by the U.S. could be too embarrassing. 
Regarding the Sinai bases, or base, he would, the premier ex- 
plained, have to obtain President Sadat’s consent first. 

All this sounds perfectly logical: only the publication does not. 
Since Israel never received a formal overture for a pact from 
the U.S., airing the earlier exchange on the matter now meant 
courting the embarrassment of being turned down flat, and in 
public, by the Americans. 

That, indeed, is exactly what has happened. The State Depart- 
ment, presumably speaking for the White House as well, 
acknowledged that the defence pact idea had been floated 
before, but without any formal proposal having been made; and 
that Israel had offered military fEicilities to the U.S. in the past. 
(What Israel terms "bases" the U.S., following Egypt's lead, 
evidently prefers to call "facilities.") 

But at the same time the State Department left no doubt that 
it was official American policy now to avoid any overt strategic 
collaboration with Israel. In Washington's view, this would only 
discourage friendly Arab states from joining up with the U.S. in 
the defence of the area. 

This American policy is cause for legitimate concern in 
Israel. As Jerusalem sees it, this should be the time for the U.S. 
to sponsor joint strategy by such peaceful countries as Egypt 
and Israel against such regional, indeed global, dangers as the 
present armed conflict between Iraq and Iran. Israel leaders 
may rightly seek to persuade their U.S. counterparts that chas- 
ing the will-o'-the-wisp of Arab (with the possible exception of 
Egyptian) military support, at the expense of a firm and steady 
ally like Israel, -is merely self-defeating. 

But Israel leaders, including Mr. Begin, should not delude 
themselves into thinking that the passionate pursuit of direct 
U.S. entanglement would lead this country anywhere but to a 
stone wall. Unless, of course, Israel is prepared to pay the ob- 
vious political price tag: the chairman of the joint chiefs of 
staff, Gen. David Jones, who is due here shortly for "strategic 
talks," indicated some of the price by declining an invitation to 
overfly the Golan Heights. 

Somehow it seems to have been forgotten that the first open 
American champion of the idea of a mutual defence pact with 
Israel was Senator (as he then was) J. William Fulbright, no 
great friend of Israel then or now. Mr. Fulbright's whole pur- 
pose was to tie Israel down politically in return for security 
guarantees. 

Has any high-level defence forum in this country ever under- 
taken to seriously examine the full implications of such an 
agreement with the U.S. , if the other side were willing to formal- 
ly propose it? To our knowledge, this has never been done. 

The Fulbright policy is not the Carter policy. While rejecting 
the idea of a pact, the present U.S. administration is anxious to 
assure Israelis (as well as American- Jewish voters), for exam- 
ple by sending defence officials for talks here, that America 
remains committed to Israel's security. 

But to seek a formal alliance between Israel and the U.S., 
before the basic political Impediments have been removed, is 
futile and even demeaning.

TWO-THIRDS of the British public 
want the royal family to boycott the 
fox-hunting season this year, a new 
survey shows. 

The League Against Cruel Sports 
commissioned the poll, in which 
i,94i people were interviewed. 

Only 17 per cent of those respon- 
ding to the survey said they thought 
it was right for the royal family to 
take part in fox hunts. Sixty-six per 
pent said they opposed royal par- 
ticipation. 

No one polled the foxes, but it is 
presumed they have a strong ma- 
jority against. 


BARGAIN-HUNTING? The prices 
are laughably low — prestigious 
Japanese cameras for the 
equivalent of 45. freezers for $75. 

Soldiers in civil war-torn Chad 
are pillaging the European quarter 
of the devastated ' capital of N'd- 
jamena and selling the booty at 
such prices to merchants in 
Kousseri. across the river in 
Cameroun. according to reports 
reaching Paris. 

In the African quarters of N'd* 
jamena, gold pens sell for BO cents, 
luxuriously bound volumes of 
French classics for less. 

Renewed fighting in Chad's civil 
war. which has been raging almost 
since the former French colony 
gained its independence in I960, 
broke out in March. 

Since then, virtually the entire 


foreign community has left the 
land-locked central African nation. 

The war pita forces loyal to presi- 
dent Goukouni Oueddei against 
those of defence minister Hhssene 
Habre. 

The sources said Goukounl’s 
soldiers, who control the former 
European quarter, were pilfering 
on order from the Kousseri 
merchants and take the goods open- 
ly across the river. 

Habre' s forces, however, strictly 
bar “exports" of stolen goods from 
the African quarters they control, 
and the merchandise tends to cir- 
culate Inside the area, the reports 
said. 

School books are mainly bought 
and stocked by peanut sellers, who 
rip out the pages to wrap their 
sales. 


LABOUR MINISTER Israel Katz 
recently visited peace activist Mot- 
tl Ashkenazi's Nol-Ba toy factory in 
Jerusalem's Talplot district and 
discovered that four of Ashkenazi's 
seven wood- workers have B.A. or 
B.Sc. degrees. 

Katz praised Ashkenazi's success 
in vocational re-training, which la a 
Labour Ministry solution to the 
problem of the country's surplus of 
academics. 

Ashkenazi in turn complained 
that recently he had been forced by 
the government's economic policies 
to fire five of his workers. B.M. 
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•WHERE DOES Israel fit into the 
American strategic firmament? It 
is an important question, and those 
who sit in Washington perhaps have 
n better sense of what is needed, 
what Is being done, and what Is not 
being done. When Americans 
travel, sometimes to far-away 
places such as Israel, they often 
gain the impression that U.S. ac- 
tions are seen with an accent and a 
significance they hardly deserve. 

Consider, .for example, the 
thrusting efforts under President 
Carter to gain a strategic foothold 
in the Persian Gulf by acquiring a 
string of bases both on the African 
Horn, the Gulf Itself, and In Egypt 
While it may appear that these 
achievements are Important, even 
critical, that may be far from the 
reality. 

Given the state of American 
preparedness today, the political 
conditions under which these bases 
are being obtained, the lack of con- 
gressional approval for investment 
in the bases' Infrastructure, and the 
lack of U.S. access to refuelling 
facilities in Europe and the Azores 
(and the inability for U.S. aircraft 
to overfly Turkey), the utility of the 
bases the U.S. is seeking comes un- 
der a cloud. Whether they will real- 
ly enhance American power is 
questionable. 

In assessing America in the Mid- 
dle East and Persian Gulf, one 
should not jump to conclusions. At 
least for the next five years, 
American clout in the region is go- 
ing to be limited, while the Soviet 
military reach into the region will 
Improve — unless It is thwarted by 
political setbacks. 

The Soviets today have the ad- 
vantage of geographical proximity, 
airlift and sealift potential, 
mobilization of adequate man- 
power resources, and the essential 
hutspah to take advantage of an in- 
creasingly volatile local situation in 
the Persian Gulf. 

The U.S. may balance the Soviets 
In the future, but in the short term, 
Its new-found bases, such as they 
are, will make little genuine 
difference in the power equation.

America’s standing 1 in the Middle Bast — in the short 
term, at least' — is dangerously vulnerable, writes 
STEPHEN D. BRYEN. 


IT IS this basic situation that 
foreigners must grasp in Its sad en- 
tirety. The precarious nature of 
America's strategic affairs has not 
been lost on some of our better 
thinkers and political leaders. 


Senator Henry Jackson, who has 
devoted his career to national 
defence issues, has acute concerns 
about the present U.S. posture in 
the Middle East. Not only does 
Jackson understand America's 
vulnerability, but he is also deeply 
worried about the quality and tex- 
ture of America's national decision- 
making. 

His not-so-private warnings 
about* the danger of “born-again 
hawks” reflects his sense that U.S. 
leaders do not grasp the full Impact 
of the nation's current state of im- 
potence, and the risks that flow 
therefrom. 

Others, who served America in 
the top ranks of the army, air force 
and navy come to similar con- 
clusions. A handful of former 
military leaders was consulted by 
the Pentagon on what was needed 
for the rapid deployment forces. 
They walked away from the 
counsellor's role with trepidation. 

They found a lack of essential 
hardware, misunderstandings on 
how much firepower would be need- 
ed to cope with a first-class threat 
in the Middle East, a lack of plan- 
ning for really suitable, mature 
staging bases, like the Israeli facili- 
ty at Etzion, and a certain rigidity 
Imposed by "outside" political 
pressures coming down from the 
White House and State Depart- 
ment. 

As military men they doubted 
whether their recommendations 
would ever see the light of day. 

IF ONE gets the impression that 
American attitudes and planning 
for protecting Western interests in 
the Persian Gulf and Middle East 
are, to say the least, a little con- 


fused, then the Impression is not 
altogether misguided. 

The U.S. policy-making ap- 
paratus is working in a self- 
imposed shackle. People in 
Washington know that America’s 
best and brightest are not being 
used effectively, and that too many 
extraneous limits are being put on 
the backs of our military planners. 

This, of course, rubs off on the en- 
tire policy-making and decision- 
making process. It is no surprise 
that the U.S. Congress, not on ac- 
count of Ideological difference, .is 
throwing cold water on a number of 
Pentagon plans and programmes 
aimed at enhancing the American 
strategic presence in the Middle 
East. 

The coldest water of all was spill- 
ed on the so-called CX, a new 
strategic transporter to replace the 
aging C-5 Ab and C-141s now In ser- 
vice. 

Congress wants to know a lot 
more about what we really want to 
do in the Persian Gulf and how a 
$3b.-plus alrlifter Is going to 
safeguard our interests. And 
Congress is owed, an explanation — 
but the explanation must come 
from the White House rather than 
the Pentagon, and, of coarse it 
needs the voice of the president to 
assure the success of the 
programme. 

Without word from the president. 
Congress is floundering around on 
difficult political terrain. It is not 
easy to spend billions to defend 
“vital" interests that are more es- 
sential for Western European allies 
than for the United States. It Is even 
harder when neither Europe or 
Japan contributes anything tangi- 


ble to the effort, and, in fact, 
obstructs American political - In- 
itiatives In the region. 

What is more, it la downright dif- 
ficult for a U.S. Congressman to 
talk about protecting Japan's oil 
life-line, when his constituent's job 
is being taken away by Toyotas, 
Datsuns and Subanis. 


IF CONGRESS Is In a quandary 
over all ot this, Israel Is simply out- 
side of the debate entirely far the- 
moment It is not because Israel la 
strategically irrelevant to 
America;: rather, America has yet . 
to formulate a new strategic plan 
grounded in logic and com- 
monsense. 

Unfortunately, America . is 
pushing ahead with .programmes 
before, its resources and willpower ■ 
are matched to them, and that, of 
course, is an. Alice in Wonderland' 
way to do business. 

Furthermore, -the process cannot 
be either tamed or rationalized un- 
til political decisions axe put aside 
sufficiently to permit U.S. military .. 
planners to make a correct assess- ^ 
ment. 

Whether Secretary of State 
Muskte likes it or not, the State 
Department ought not to be deter- 
mining if America is, or Is not, to 
have access to bases in Israel.
